A lingering sign 
of the times 

H ere in south Niagara, we are heading into food 
drive season. 

It should be appalling, but repetitive action has 
a way of numbing the senses and making this more 
acceptable than it should be. Truth is, it should not 
be acceptable. 

“Ho hum, another food drive,” is a typical reaction 
to the news, without second thought being given to 
the question that deserves being asked: "Why? Why 
are we having all these food drives?” 

Although we are told about how the need is 
increasing year after year, rarely do we hear discussed 
why food drives are necessary and why they have 
endured as long as they have. 

One thing that stuck in my craw years ago is the 
headline that appeared over a big-city newspaper’s 
story about food banks and food drives, something 
like: ‘How a snack turned into an endless meal.’ When 
the first food drive was held, it was thought it would 
be a short-term measure only. 

It didn’t turn out that way. And not only that, food 

We should be embarrassed about food drives taking 
place: Saturday, Oct. 27, in Wainfleet; Saturday, Nov. 

3, in Welland and Port Colborne; and Saturday, Dec. 

1, in Pelham. 

Here in south Niagara, these community-wide 
initiatives It's commendable we have food drives 
as part of our social safety net. But the sad reality is 
this teaspoon approach to solving a social problem 
and social injustice won’t ever get the job done. The 
task is too daunting. While individual generosity 
and volunteerism have achieved much as Band-Aid 
measures, political will by people in high places to 
work with the common good in mind and heart has 
been sadly lacking. 

Let’s not forget, either, that smaller-scale food 
drives are held just about every week in one place or 
another. And food drives are held week after week 
in some churches, who go so far as to post a listing 
in their weekly bulletins of the most-needed items. 
Parishioners respond by making sure nonperishable 
food bins in foyers are topped up during the week.

God uses heat to shape his masterpieces

O narecent visit to the Coming 
Museum of Glass our family 
witnessed an amazing display of artistic 
ability as expert glassmakers took a small 
gob of molten glass and transformed it into 
a spectacular bowl in just over half an hour. 
The finished product was the culmination 
of a series of processes—blowing air; 
applying layers of coloured glass, moulding 
and shaping, snipping off excess—to name 

What shuck me most about the entire 
demonstration was the frequency with 
which the glassmakers kept on inserting 
the work in progress in a furnace so they 
could keep the glass at temperatures 
exceeding 1000 degrees Fahrenheit It 
was pretty obvious that the making of 
this masterpiece was impossible without 
the application of intense heat at critical 

As I reflected upon this experience, 
it dawned on me that God, like the 
glassmakers, allows us to go through 
periodic applications of intense heat as 
well, so that He can fashion masterpieces 
out of the molten material of our lives. 

I thought of the Old Testament character 
Joseph, whose life story is recorded in 


chapters 37-50 of the book of Genesis. 
When we first meet him, Joseph is a cocky 
young man who raises the ire ofhis parents 
and siblings by sharing dreams in which 
they would one day bow down before him. 
Shortly thereafter, we find Joseph deposited 
in a pit by his jealous brothers who then sell 
him into slavery. While serving an Egyptian 
couple, Joseph is falsely accused of raping 
his master’s wife and thrown into prison. 

Notice how the molten glass that is 
Joseph keeps on experiencing the intense 

in intervals. Every application of heat, 
though painful to endure, turns into an 
opportunity for God to mould Joseph into 
the masterpiece He had created him to be 
and become. 

Only two things could’ve prevented 
Joseph from reaching his destiny. He could 
have allowed sin to separate him from the 
Master Glassmaker’s hands by committing 
adultery with Potiphar’s wife. He could 
have permitted bitterness to enter into 
his spirit and turned against God. He did 
neither. 

While enduring the heat of the furnace in 
prison, God arranges a divine connection 
to be made with a fellow jailbird, Pharaoh's 
wine steward. When Pharaoh needs 
someone to interpret his troubling dreams, 
this steward, whose dream Joseph had 
interpreted accurately, remembers his cell¬ 
mate. Joseph interprets Pharaoh’s dreams 


to his satisfaction and is immediately 
promoted to second-in-command of the 
entire nation...just like that 

The book of Genesis chronicles how the 
dreams of the cocky teenager did indeed 
come true in the end. 

As I examine the lives of men and 
women who have been usedbyGodin 
amazing ways, I can see howvirtually every 
one of them had to endure the heat of the 
furnace in the process of being moulded 
into the masterpieces they are today. The 
heat came from different sources and in 
varying degrees—a painful divorce, intense 
conflict humiliating defeat, debilitating 
disease, unforeseen accidents, unexpected 
loss of a secure job, business Mure—to 
name a few. Yet everyone of them will 
admit that in a peculiar way, the intense 
heat of adversity allowed God to take them 
as they were and make them into vessels of 
honour. 

Jesus himself was “made perfect by 
suffering” (Hebrews 5:9). Can his followers 
expect anything different? 

How about you? If you are indeed 
experiencing a heat wave of adversity, 
could this be the Master Glassmaker at 
work? As long as you do not get bitter; as 
long as you do not allow sin to take you 
out of His creative processes, you will 
indeed become the masterpiece that He 
has destined you to be. Just ask Joseph and
